Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that the prior art does not teach "the request to 
process the query comprising data and metadata." Examiner disagreed and pointed out at column 2, lines 40-49 of 
Shah discloses the claimed limitation. Specifically, Shad discloses the metric query from client 135 to server 120. The 
metric query must include the metadata because based on the metric query somehow the data and tables are 
measuring in response to the metric query (see col. 11, lines 53-59, Shad).
